Lora Zimmerman Boozer '01 

A two-time All-American in 
field hockey, Laura Zimmerman 
Boozer '01 was a key player for 
the successful LVC teams in the 
late 1990s that included a trip 
to the 1997 NCAA Final Four. 
She led the Dutchmen to a pair 
of conference championships, 
scoring 126 career points on 
56 goals and 14 assists^ — ^just the 
fourth LVC player at that point 
to cross the century mark in 
points. She still ranks ninth on LVC's points list and fifth in 
goals. After her senior year, she was selected to the NFHCA 
North/South All-Star Game and won LVC's Women's 
Sportsmanship Award. Boozer was also a sharpshooter 
for the women's basketball team, and still holds the career 
record for free throw percentage (.813) and three-pointers 
made in a game (tie-6). 



Greg Hessinger Esq.. '87 

LVC's second-leading tackier of 
all time, Greg Hessinger '87 
was a standout linebacker for the 
Valley in the 1980s. Hessinger's 
452 career stops between 1983 
and 1986 remain second in the 
record books 26 years later, and 
his 163 tackles during the 1984 
season ranks in the top five. A 
two-time team MVP, Hessinger 
is the only LVC student-athlete 
to win the Chuck Maston, John Zola, and Scott Wallace 
awards. He also captained coach Jim Monos' first LVC team 
in 1986. 

Mark Hofsass '95 

A starter for the 1994 
NCAA Division III national 
championship team, Mark 
Hofsass '95 was a 1,000-point 
scorer and all-conference player 
for the men's basketball program. 
Hofsass scored 1,044 career 
points and is LVC's all-time 
leader in shooting percentage, 
making an incredible 65.5 
percent of his shots. He also 
holds the season shooting 
percentage record at 67.4 percent, set during his freshman 
season of 1991-1992. His 567 rebounds rank 10th, and 
his 123 blocks are third. Hofsass captained the 1994-1995 
MAC champion team, earning All-MAC honors as a senior. 
He is a fixture in local high school basketball as the head 
coach at Lower Dauphin since 2007 and the head coach at 
Palmyra prior to that.

Patrick Loughney '99 

An Ail-American javelin thrower 
for the track & field program, 
Patrick Loughney '99 remains 
one of the top throwers in LVC 
history. Loughney earned an 
All-America finish at the 1998 
NCAA national championship 
meet, and his personal best 1 99-2 
mark in the javelin remains sixth 
best in LVC history. He was a 
two-time nationals qualifier (1998 
and 1999) and was also LVCs 
hammer throw record holder until 2004 at 1 19-9 (he is 
sixth today). He won a MAC title in javelin and had two all- 
conference finishes. 
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Frank Shupper '46 

The late Frank Shupper '46 holds 

a unique place in LVC athletics 

as the only player-coach in men's 

basketball history. A standout 

player in the pre- and post-war 

years, Shupper excelled at football 

and basketball, while also briefly 

playing baseball. Prior to World 

War II, Shupper was twice the 

leading scorer for the basketball 

team, including a 27-point game

one season as the team's leading scorer, rusher, passer, and 
kicker. After LVC, Shupper played baseball for four years in 
the New York Yankees' minor league system. 



Natalie Baruka Smith '97 

LVCs first volleyball inductee, 
Natalie Baruka Smith '97 was 
a record-setting hitter for the 
team in the mid-1990s. Fifteen 
years after graduating. Smith is 
still LVCs all-time blocks leader, 
stuffing 380 shots between 1993 
and 1996, including 222 solo 
stops. Baruka graduated as LVCs 
all-time kills leader (1,284), a 
record that stood until 2004. She 




was a two-time all-conference selection, captain, and team 
MVP, and led the Dutchmen to 90 wins during her career. 
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Joann Giannettino Snider '90 

Joann Giannettino Snider '90 

was a standout for the LVC track 
& field and cross country teams, 
winning MAC championships 
in multiple events during her 
career. Quite possibly LVCs all- 
time meet point-scoring leader. 
Snider competed and excelled 
at the long jump, triple jump, 
sprint and intermediate hurdles, 
and sprints and relays, all while running cross country in the 
fall. She won indoor and outdoor MAC titles in the long 
jump and the outdoor 400-meter hurdles, and as a junior 
and senior, she would routinely compete and score in eight 
or nine events per meet. 

1973 Men's Soccer Team 

The inaugural season of mens soccer at LVC featured 
contests against traditional opponents such as Messiah, 
Dickinson, and Susquehanna. The team of more than 20 
players, coached by JefErey L. Bensing, earned victories 
over King's College (5-3) and Eastern College (2-1). Chris 
Hanna '74 and Dr. Lamar Styer '76 were named team co- 
MVPs.

Cynthia Adams '14, D' 1 6, a physical therapy major and sociology 
minor from Elysburg, earned an All-America finish with a sixth-place 2:13.46 
showing in the 800-meter run at the 2013 Indoor Track & Field Championships 
in Illinois in March, Competing in her third NCAA championship — but first 
indoors — ^Adams became just the second indoor All-American in LVC women's 
track & field history. The first was Ann Musser '00 in 1999. Adams made the 
eight-runner finals after a 2:13:06 time in prelims. 



Brooks Named Academic and Athletic All-America 



Danny Brooks '13, a business administration 
major firom Abingdon, Md., finished his memorable 
athletic career by being named an Honorable Mention 
All-America by Dili News in March. In February, Brooks 
was named a Third-Team Capital One/CoSIDA Academic 
All-America. This year, he was also named First Team 
All-Commonwealth Conference (CC), Second-Team All- 
ECAC, and Second-Team All-Region by D3hoops.com. 

Brooks was also selected to participate in the inaugural 
MAC Senior All-Star Game and was named MAC 
Scholar-Athlete of the Year. 

Brooks is the third LVC men's basketball player to be 
named Academic All-America. Steve Horst, Esq., '01 
(Third Team, 2000-2001) andJ.D. Byers '05 (First Team, 
2004-2005; Third Team, 2003-2004) also achieved 
the feat. Byers was also named CoSIDA Academic All- 
America of the Year for 2004-2005. 

A team captain, Brooks led the CC in scoring in each 
of the past two seasons, averaging a league-leading 20.0 
points and 8.1 rebounds per game in 2012-2013. In his 
career, he recorded 17 double-doubles and ended among

LVC Programs Boast 100 Percent 
Placement Rates 

The actuarial science, chemistry, computer science, and physical therapy 
departments were noted for their perfect placement rates for recent graduates of 
their respective programs. For example, in the past three years, the LVC Chemistry 
Department has graduated 28 students in the major. "We can confirm that 27 
out of 28 (96.4%) took placements in the field — either jobs or acceptances to 
graduate or medical programs," said Dr. Owen Moe, chair and Vernon and Doris 
Bishop Distinguished Professor of Chemistry. "One other took a job out of the 
field as a professional football player with the Reading Express, making 28/28

French philosopher 
Catherine Malabou, who was the subject 
of the College's year-long Symposium on 
a Living Philosopher, kicked off^ the week by meeting with the class that had 
studied and conducted research on her work during the academic year. 

Induction ceremonies were held for numerous honor societies, including: 
Tri Beta (biology). Phi Kappa Pi (business, economics, and accounting), Phi 
Sigma Tau (philosophy), Theta Alpha Kappa (religion), Sigma Tau Delta 
(English), Kappa Delta Pi (education). Alpha Kappa Delta (sociology). Phi 
Sigma Iota (languages), and Sigma Pi Sigma (physics). There were also musical 
performances — Symphonic Band, Guitar Ensemble, and student recitals — ^Wig 
and Buckle's "Dog Sees God," and a tour of "Doorways to Diversity." An ongoing 
project designed by digital communications students, "Doorways to Diversity" 
enables the campus community to express individual identity through artistic 
door hangings and acknowledges the College's efforts toward improved awareness 
of campus and world diversity. 

The week continued with recognition ceremonies during which awards 
were bestowed in the natural sciences, social sciences, and humanities. Then, 
festivities celebrated student achievement with a Symposium of Student Research 
and Original Work. Student work was displayed in the LVC Gymnasium and 
presentations were made for the President's Service Award, scholarships, and the 
General Education "Writing Award. The inauguration of Dr. Lewis Evitts Thayne 
as the College's 18th president was the apex of Inquiry 2013.

In April, the College announced 
the first-ever grants awarded by 
the newly created President's 
Innovation Fund. A total of 13 
grants were awarded to faculty 
and administrators from 11 
academic departments and 
eight administrative offices. The 
grants, which were effective 
immediately, will fund, among 
other projects, new course 
design, a service learning 
project in Peru, collaborative 
diversity initiatives, and the 
College's first faculty-led study 
abroad program for incoming 
students. 

"The faculty of Lebanon 
Valley College is continually 
innovating, trying new 
interdisciplinary and 
collaborative approaches, and 
building student research into 
their work," said Dr. Lewis E. 
Thayne, LVC president. "The 
idea for these Innovation Fund 
grants is to put additional 
resources behind our very 
entrepreneurial faculty and 
staff." 

The fund's guidelines, 
created by a faculty committee, 
set three purposes for each 
proposal: support innovation 
in the development of new 
courses and program ideas, 
encourage collaboration 
among existing courses and 
programs, and support efforts 
by departments or programs to 
achieve standards of excellence 
in assessing student learning 
outcomes.

LVC students spent their day off from classes assisting at various local 
agencies, including the American Foundation for Children with AIDS, Habitat 
for Humanity Re-Build-It Store, Domestic Violence Intervention Center, and the 
MLK Jr. Family Life Center. 




Gordon Parks, one of the first 
African-American photographers 
to break the color barrier at 
a major magazine, was the 
featured artist at the Suzanne H. 
Arnold Art Gallery in January. 
Best known as a photographer, 
Parks (1912-2006) was also a 
novelist, poet, movie director, 
composer, musician, and witness 
to vast social change over the 
course of his lifetime. The images 
in the exhibition provided a 
survey of those changes. Parks' 
revelations of class inequities 
in images such as "Drinking 
Fountains, Birmingham, 
Alabama" (1956), helped to open 
the eyes of the American public 
to racial segregation.

As the Hispanic population 

continues to grow in Lebanon County 
and across the country, the number 
of children raised in Spanish-speaking 
homes continues to rise. But as these 
students attend school where English 
is the language of instruction, many 
grow up without any formal education 
in their native tongue. 

LVC has also seen an increase in 
Hispanic students who are proficient 
in oral Spanish, but who struggle with 
Spanish spelling, grammar, and other 
aspects of written language. As a result, 
Spanish classes for students who speak 
only English are not appropriate for 
this population. LVC Spanish program 
educators have responded with an 
innovative new course, "Spanish for 
Heritage Speakers." 

"They speak Spanish at home 
and probably have for most of their 
lives. But most of them have no 
formal education in Spanish," said 
Dr. Kathleen Tacelosky, associate 
professor of Spanish and chair of the 



Languages Department. "In addition 
to a focus on written Spanish, course 
content includes culture and history of 
places where Spanish is spoken." 

"Latino students 
contribute their unique 
cultural knowledge and 
life experiences to an 
LVC community that 
strives to resemble the 
complex contemporary 
world." 

Dr. Ivette Guzman-Zavala, 

associate professor of Spanish, 
taught the first session last fall and 
the department anticipates offering 
it every other fall semester. "Latino 
students contribute their unique 




cultural knowledge and life experiences 
to an LVC community that strives to 
resemble the complex contemporary 
world," noted Guzman-Zavala. "The 
idea behind a class such as this one 
is to encourage inclusion and help 
students succeed while maintaining 
pride in their cultural heritage. This is 
also one example of how the College 
is working toward making sure that 
the ones who study here are happy 
and continue toward graduation." For 
more on the course, including a link 
to WGAL and Lebanon Daily News 
stories on the class, visit www.lvc.edu. 
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College Receives $400,000 Stabler Foundation Grant 



Hie Donald B. and Dorothy L. Stabler 

Foundation of Harrisburg awarded a $400,000 grant 
to the College in December 2012 to augment a previous 
$1 million gift from the foundation. The Stabler Scholarship 
Fund was established at LVC in 2010 with a primary focus 
on the financial need of upper-level students from counties 
in Central and Eastern Pennsylvania. 

"We are deeply grateftJ for the generous and continued 
support of The Donald B. and Dorothy L. Stabler 
Foundation," said Dr. Lewis E. Hiayne, LVC president. 
"Never before has the need for financial aid been so 
essential. The foundation has helped to provide the necessary 
funds to make a college education affordable for more than 
20 students." 



Stabler Scholarship Fund annual recipients have grown 
from six students at its inception in 2010, to 23 students 
this academic year, with some students receiving scholarship 
assistance for multiple years. The 23 students represent 14 
majors, ranging from biology and early childhood education 
to criminal justice and health sciences. 

"What I particularly admire about the terms of the grant 
is that it encourages recipients to make charitable donations 
back to the College once they have graduated," Dr. Thayne 
continued. "This encouragement educates those students 
about the vital need for philanthropic support to their alma 
mater from its alumni." 



LVC Study Abroad Expands to 
China and New London Location 



This fall, the College will launch 
a study abroad program in Beijing, 
China, and add a new location in 
London, England. "After a few years 
of researching opportunities for study 
in nontraditional locations, we entered 
into a partnership with Capital 
Normal University in China," said Jill 
Russell, director of study abroad. "For 
our students who will soon enter the 
workforce, gaining familiarity with 
the cities, culture, and language of 
this foreign power will boost career 
aspirations." 



Brian Kaniuka '14, a junior 
political science major with a minor 
in law and society, will be the first- 
ever LVC student to officially study 
abroad in China. "With the rapid 
rise of the Chinese economy and the 
close connection worldwide between 
politics and business, I believe that 
studying abroad in China will increase 
my chances of obtaining a great job," 
said Kaniuka. "I am also excited about 
the opportunity of living and traveling 
in a country for more than a few 
weeks. It will certainly allow me to 




have a more immersive experience." 

While the China program is a 
new one for LVC students, scores of 
Dutchmen have traveled to London 
for study abroad programs over the 
years. This fall, however, students will 
embark to a new program partnership 
at Kingston University, just south of 
London.

Dr. Marsh Receives ACS Grant 



Dr. Anderson Marsh, associate 

professor of chemistry and director of 
the chemistry track for engineering, 
has been awarded a three-year grant 
from the Petroleum Research Fund of 
the American Chemical Society. The 
$65,000 grant will fiind his project, 
"Selectivity Control in Aqueous Phenol 
Hydrogenation Using Palladium 
Nanocatalysts." The grant will support the 



work of Marsh and two undergraduate 
students as they conduct research to 
develop a more environmentally benign 
approach to producing feedstocks used 
in the manufacture of nylon polymers. 
Marsh also was named The Thomas Rhys 
Vickroy Award winner during May's 
Commencement. The Vickroy Award is ^ 
the College's top teaching honor for a full- 
time faculty member.

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NSF Awards $273,975 Grant to LVC Researchers 

The National Science Foundation awarded a three-year, 

$273,975 grant to LVC s Mathematical Physics Research Group for their 
project, "Structure and Local Equivalence of Stabilizers and States." This is the 
third consecutive three-year NSF grant to be earned by the group. 

Dr. David Lyons, professor of mathematical sciences, and Dr. Scott 
Walck, chair and professor of physics, lead the student-faculty research 
team that focuses on quantum information science. Their research studies 
quantum entanglement, a poorly understood phenomenon that Einstein called 
"spooky action at a distance," and which may provide the power for a future 
generation of quantum computers that will outperform todays most powerful 
supercomputers in some tasks. 

"Our research is especially unusual in the success of our undergraduate 
research assistants, many of whom participate in obtaining new results in 
theoretical physics and become co-authors on papers in leading research 
journals," Lyons said. "Understanding entanglement and related properties of 
physical systems sheds new light on information itself and opens an exciting 
new avenue into the very foundations of physics," Walck added. 

The group's previous work has been published in top physics research 
journals, including Physical Review Letters, Quantum Information and 
Computation, and Journal of Mathematical Physics. Eight of the 20 LVC 
student participants have been co-authors with Lyons and Walck. 



Mathematics and German Double Major Wins National Award 

Abigail Skelton '14, a mathematics and German double major from Harrisburg, was 
presented a $3,000 Waldemar J. Trjitzinsky Memorial Award by the American Mathematical 
Society. She is one of seven students nationwide to receive this prestigious award. Skelton 
also co-authored the paper, "Werner State Structure and Entanglement Classification," with 
Dr. David Lyons, professor of mathematical sciences, and Dr. Scott Walck, chair and professor of physics. Their work was 
published in Advances in Mathematical Physics in 2012. Skelton also has given six talks and poster sessions with Lyons and 
Walck in the U.S., Canada, and Europe.

The inauguration week of 
Lewis Evitts Thayne, Ph.D., 
LVC's 18th President

It says something about a 
person when, decades after 
they first met him, high 
school classmates, college 
roommates, and graduate 
school Softball teammates 
will travel for hours to 
witness a major milestone 
in his career. 
And it says something about him 
when not one of them expresses 
surprise to be there. 

"I knew within the first half hour of 
meeting Lewis Thayne that it was just 
a matter of time until this man earned 
his presidency/' said friend and former 
Agnes Scott College trustee Sara 
VagUano, "He was made to do this, 
beUeve me." 

Vagliaho was one of several 
hundred friends, family members, and 
profe^onal colleagues who joined 
President Thayne for his inauguration 
in Lutz Hall of the Blair Music 
Center on the afternoon of April 
19. Dr. Thayne s inauguration was 
the highUght of a week-long College 
celebration of the scholarly, scientific, 
and creative accomplishments of its 
student body and faculty. 

Inauguration week, captured in the 
photo essay on the following pages, 
featured student plays, recitals, and 
musical performances; academic 
honor society inductions; Inquiry 
2013, a showcase of student-faculty 
research, internships, and study 
abroad experiences; athletic contests; 
and the community-centered 42nd 
annual ValleyFest. The College also 
commissioned an art installation, 
"Shadow of Odysseus — Call of 
Ishmael," by Dr. Grant Taylor, associate 
professor of art history, and a musical 
composition, "Fanfare," by Dr. 
Scott Eggert, professor of music, for 
inauguration week. 

Dr. Thayne tied this multitude of 
collaborative activity to the College s 
history, mission, and goals during his 
inaugural address.

This summer, Arnold Grants will support student internships 
with SONY in Los Angeles and New York City; in Alaastricht, Netherlands at the Center for 
European Studies; student biodiversity research in Puerto Rico; and faculty-student collaborative 
research and teaching inAscuncion, Paraguay; among other academic projects.

In his address, President Thayne 
said that the inauguration of a college 
president is "a rite of passage with 
several stages" and "a reconfirmation by 
the community of its shared purpose." 
He stressed that an inauguration is not 
about a single person, but about the 
institution and what it represents and 
hopa to accomplish. 

After highlighting many of Lebanon 
Valley College s strengths. Dr. Thayne 
shared his plans for five areas where the 
institution can^ — and must— improve 
before concluding with a call to action. 

Offering additional High Impact 
Experiences — such as those provided 
by the Arnold Grants for Experiential 
Education — for our students was 
primary among diose five areas. "We 
must add the intensity and integrative 
learning of high impact experiences," 
said President Thayne. "And we must 
do so for every student. . . 

" . . .Currendy, one-third of our 
students participate in what we call 
high impact programs. That is good, 
but it is not enough. Every student 
must graduate from Lebanon Valley 
College having participated in a high 
impact program. We must be a college 
that truly changes lives." 

Next, President Thayne stressed 
the need to "find and support the 
eSEitrepreneurial strengths of the 
faculty," through the establishment of 
Innovation Grants. "What I found is 
that the faculty members are bursting 
with ideas, all of them involving 
student learning and with active 
student engagement built in." He 
referenced the newly created President's 
Innovation Fund, made possible 
dirou^ the generosity of the late 
Yvonne Raab '45, as a prime example 
of directing "resources to innovative 
ideas in course design, course delivery; 
to collaborative learning projects 
among faculty or faculty and staff; and 
financial assistance to departments 
that identified an area of weakness and 
wanted to strengthen it." 

Aside from new innovation grants. 





LVC s faculty need additional tools to 
enhance Great Teaching: "Hie core 
of great teaching is a skill set that can 
be studied and taught and a powerful 
instinct and intuition that can be 
nurture4, " said President Thayne. "We 
want our graduates to have a shaping 
voice in their place of work, their 
comtnunities, and our world. The 
broad application of excellent teaching 
and learning skills will insure that they 
do." He announced plans to make 
the College s Center for Excellence in 
Teaching and Learning a well-head that 
every member of the LVC community 
benefits from. "Surely this is part of 
our mission at Lebanon Valley GpUege, 
surely this is in our DNA, and surely 
this is an area where we should be able 
to compete with the best, and even to 
lead," he added. 

To maximize these high impact 
experiences and great teaching, the 
College must develop A Global 
Network. "An alumni network is 
a strategic asset of the College, as 
valuable in its way as the endowment," 
said Dr. Thayne. "A global network 
is there as a resource for our current 
students and graduates. It is there to 
provide internships, mentors, guides, 
advocates, a sphere of influence, proof 
of concept, and financial support." 
He vowed to make the establishment 
of a global network a priority of his 
presidency. 

President Thayne concluded his 
goals for Lebanon Valley College by 
reminding his listeners that we have 
A Shared Purpose. He discussed the 
current challenges — and criticisms — 
feeing all U.S, colleges. "The students 
we educate today must develop the 
solutions to the issues of their times. 
These solutions will drive prosperity 
and peace," said Dr. Thayne, "Yet 
every day we hear skepticism about 
and assaults on our higher educational 
system..." 

He accepted these challenges. "We 
will respond to those criticisms as 
our predecessors did, by combining

and converting the one cfirecdy into 
the other. Admire the problem, and 
then solve it," urged Thayne. ". . .Our 
founders lived in times of intense 
conflict, of religious, military, and 
cultural conflict. . . Where there 
is resolve, there is courage and 
confidence. They, as we, return to what 
we most deeply believe in, that a better 
society will only occur if we work 
toward it intentionally, that education 
drives prosperity^ innovation, peace, 
civil society, and democracy itself." 

Dr. Ihayne concluded his inaugural 
address with a Call to Action. "I am 
asking each of you here, everyone who 
is watching, and all who care about 
this College and what it stands for, 
to consider how to help our students, 
our faculty, and the excellence of our 
education, in ways large and small, and 
to act on that consideration. So it is 
that we inaugurate today, not a person, 
but a new era for Lebanon Valley 
College, a time when we ask ourselves 
the question, individually and as a 
whole, who are we on our best day? I 
believe each of you has an answer, and 
I am asking you to act on it, for the 
good of all."

He v^ras the owner/operator of The Photo Center 
in Chambersburg from 1946 to 1950. In 1950, he became a 
partner in E.D. Plummer Sons, Inc., retiring as president in 1982. 
Plummer was a member of St. Paul United Methodist Church 
in Chambersburg, where he served on the board of trustees and 
taught the Open Door Class for more than 50 years. He served 
on several boards, including the Board of Global Ministries of 
the National United Methodist Church and as president of the 
National Lay Leaders Association of the United Methodist Church. 
He was a member of the World Methodist Council and represented 
the American Methodist Church at the British Methodist Council 
in 1989, and was a member of the Development Committee for 
Africa University.

Glenn Woods '51,P79, P'86, P'90 

"He was kind to everyone he met," wrote former student Paul 
Baker '79 about Glenn Woods, LVC associate professor emeritus of 
English, after Woods died Jan. 16 in Annville at 83. 

Woods arrived at LVC in 1947 in a "zoot suit," according to 
the late Dr. Agnes O'Donnell, professor emerita of English, and 
"matured into a living example of one of the essential values at the 
core of this college: he uses his talents in service to others," she said 
in commemoration of Woods' receipt in 1995 of the prestigious 
LVC Alumni Citation, 

While an undergraduate at LVC, Woods wrote for La Vie 
Collegienne, served as an associate editor for The Quittapahilla, 
was a member of Green Blotter, was on the staff for May Day 
productions, and panicipated in the major productions of Wig and 
Buckle and other campus drama groups. 

After graduating with a degree in English in 1951, Woods spent 
three years teaching in Leesport and 1 1 years in the Muhlenberg 
School District before returning to his alma mater in 1965 to teach 
English, a position he would hold for 25 years until his retirement 
in 1990. Woods became the faculty advisor to Wig and Buckle in 
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his first year and also later 
served as advisor to The 
Quittapahilla, which earned 
several professional awards 
under his tutelage. 

"Glenn and I came to 
Lebanon Valley in the same 
year, 1965," said Dr. Art Ford, 
professor emeritus of English. 
"From the beginning it was 
clear that Glenn had a special 
rapport with his students, 
who spent many hours with 
him discussing a wide range 
of topics from old movies to 

their own wrriting. Later, as his chair, I witnessed Glenn's expertise 
in the teaching of writing. He cared for his students deeply, and 
they responded with respect and affection." 

In 1975, Woods was promoted to associate professor and 
cited in "Outstanding Educators of America." Also that year, as 
hundreds of Vietnamese refugees displaced by the fall of Saigon 
arrived at nearby Ft. Indiantown Gap, Woods and his wife, 
Carolyn Trexler Woods, also an educator, joined many LVC 
colleagues in helping the refugees. 

Glenn, Carolyn, and their three children, all of whom would 
eventually earn degrees from LVC, helped a family of six refugees 
get started on a new life in the U.S., one of 12 families sponsored 
by the College community. "They helped them find a home, 
furnishings, clothing, and jobs for the parents," said O'Donnell. 
"At the same time, more and more students would go to the 
Woods' family home on Main Street for tutoring in English, 
Eventually, the group became so large that it was moved to 
campus, where Glenn met with them two evenings a week for the 
next three years. 

"Glenn became an unofficial anchor in a new land," O'Donnell 
said. "Eventually, students from Kenya, Sierra Leone, Nigeria, 
Japan, Italy, Iran, Pakistan, and Holland would join the group or 
visit individually." 

As a professor, Woods taught traditional courses in English, but 
also established new, popular courses on Mark Twain, adapting 
the novel into film, and others. He earned his master's degree in 
education from Temple University, took additional coursework at 
Shippensburg University and Temple, and was aaive in the National 
Council of Teachers of English and the American Association of 
University Professors. He was also an original member of the Friends 
of Old Annville and one of the original members of the Faculty 
Gourmet Club, also known as the Cuisine Club. 

According to a 1992 article in The Valley, Glenn, Carolyn, and 
three other faculty couples decided in late 1976 that "it would 
be fun to 'dine around' four or five times a year, experimenting 
with all kinds of cooking." The club, which went on to exist for 
more than 20 years and expanded to include many other faculty 
members and administrators, entailed "researching everything from 
the geography of the chosen country to its dining customs, even 
home decor." The members held themed dinners ranging from 
"Alice in Wonderland" to "Gone with the Wind," and even once 
used "a recipe for a Roman feast that had come from an ancient 
cookbook in Latin." 
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After his retirement, Woods remained active in the community 
and at the Collie, where he wrote the Class Notes for The Valley 
for a decade. A lifelong member of St. Mark Lutheran Church in 
Annville, Woods served on the church council, taught Sunday school 
for more than 25 years, and served on numerous committees, among 
other volunteer roles. He wrote "The Woods Family History" and 
"The Woods Family Sampler," an intermingling of family history 
and pictures with recipes of favorite foods ft^om family gatherings, 
submitted by the cooks and their descendants. 

In 2000, six of Woods' former Vietnamese students honored 
him by establishing the Glenn H. Woods '5 1 Vietnamese Students 
Scholarships. The scholarship continues to provide financial aid to 
Vietnamese students who attend LVC. 

Woods was born to the late Victor S. Woods and Lula Alice 
Burkholder Kriner Woods in Chambersburg on April 29, 1929. He 
is survived by his wife of almost 57 years, Carolyn Trexler Woods; 
daughters, Julia Woods Heneks '79 and Cynthia Woods Kensinger 
A'90; son, The Rev. John Woods '86; and eight grandchildren, 
including Sarah Kensinger '16.

Sophomore Nick Pantalone lost his three-year fight against a rare 
cancer on March 24 at the Hershey Medical Center. He was 19 
years old. Pantalone died in his sleep surrounded by his family. 

Pantalone enrolled at LVC after graduating as class valedictorian 
from Cedar Cliff High School in 201 1. He quickly became an 
involved member of the LVC Class of 2015, participating in 
Concert Choir and the Wig and Buckle Theater Company. He was 
also an advocate for cancer research on campus, participating in 
LVC's mini-THON and the Relay for Life event. His death came 
just 24 hours after the College concluded its 12th annual Relay for 
Life, which raised $44,000 for the American Cancer Society. 

"Nick was a close friend of mine and was such a strong young 
man," said Betty Ross '14, co-chair of LVC's Relay for Life. 
"Through everything, he never once complained. He would smile 
and laugh and make jokes. He shared his story with us at Relay 
and I know people heard it. I know that everyone who heard his 
story, whether it was at Relay for Life or Thon or just in every 
day passing, was affected by it. Nick was a pillar of strength, an 
inspiration to us all. I pray that we will celebrate his life and use it 
as an example of how to live our own. 

"My friends and I got the chance to visit him at Hershey Med 
less than two weeks before he died, and even then he was still 
smiling and making us laugh... soon we will be able to move on 
and simply celebrate Nick's life, because that is what he would have 
wanted. He would want us to be grateful for the time we got to 
spend together and to rejoice for the time that he got to live. He 
accomplished so much in the 19 years he had on this earth. And I 
know that his life and his story will continue to influence people 
for generations to come."

Pantalone's impact went far 
beyond LVC's Relay for Life 
and Mini-THON~in 2013, 
he and his family attended 
all three days of the THON 
weekend event at Penn State, 
which this year raised more 
than $12 million for the Four 
Diamonds Fund. 

"Nick is an inspiration," 
said Mini-THON vice 
president Stephanie Behrends 
'15. "I don't say that solely 
because he battled cancer, I 
say it because he looked at 
life with such optimism. You 
could just tell that Nick was 
genuine about everything, 
and that is what's beautiful. 
Nick shared his story at LVC 
Mini-THON, but it was not 
a sad story. He smiled, made jokes, and had this incredible energy. 
Though he spoke of something as awfiil as cancer, he made sure 
that 'cancer' was not what he'd be known by. His impact on Mini- 
THON and LVC as a whole is inspiration for this community to 
come together and beat cancer. And we will do that. For Nick. For 
The Kids." 

In addition to Pantalone's extracurricular involvement, he was an 
outstanding student, achieving Dean's List in both spring and fall 
2012. In his freshman year, Pantalone was named first year student 
leader of the year at the Student Affairs Leadership and Service 
Awards Ceremony, and was recognized as an outstanding new 
student at the Celebration of Student Success. He was selected to 
participate in April's Inquiry 2013 Symposium with his classmates 
for research conducted in association with their business classes. 

Dr. David Rudd, Eugene C. Fish Distinguished Chair of 
Business at LVC, described Pantalone as "Smart as a whip, 
personable, highly intelligent, always with a wry smile on his face 
and a twinkle in his eye. If any of us can face the end with 10 
percent of Nick's courage, we would be doing ourselves proud." 

Pantalone's family was proud of the way he lived his Ufe. 

"He lived life to the fiillest. He had no regrets," said Vince 
Pantalone, his father and LVC assistant football coach. "We as a 
family will miss him terribly, but we also know if all of us lived our 
lives like he lived his life, we're better people for it." 

In a 2012 College interview, Nick Pantalone described his 
reasons for living without regrets: "I've never had a problem with 
staying upbeat because I've always had things to look forward to. 
I don't let this cancer change a part of me, so I continue living 
my life to the fullest. Whether it's school musicals, or working at 
Hersheypark, or vacation, I always have things to look forward to." 

Nick is survived by his parents, Carla and Vince; two brothers, 
Rob and Phil; sister-in-law, Danielle; two sisters, Rachel ' 1 1 and 
Julia; and his sister Rachel's fiance Zach Hoover '10. 
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
